Chal 
font poll It ry man, feels certain that he 
is $5 to the good. 
K elly was charged iii crim inal court 
with fraudulent conversion of property 
on the oath of Mills, who testified that 
he sold eggs to K elly in June, 1934, 
that were valued at $75.12 wholesale, 
and that 
K elly never paid him for 
them, although 
K elly sold the eggs 
retail In Germantown. 
A fter hearing 
M ills’ testimony, it 
was found that the case was not well 
founded in crim inal court and Judge 
K eller directed a Verdict of not guilty, 
informing the ju ry that crim inal court 
was no place in which to collect a 
civil debt, for in this instance it was 
purely a credit and debit issue.
